SAN FRANCISCO -- On Nov、. 
6， President Ronald Reagan 
Signed the historic Immigration 


Reform and Control Act，a 
complex measure that has 
caused widespread confusion 


among illegal aliens and people 
who employ .them. 

Employers who had hired 
undocumented workers have 
fired them unnecessarily 
because they misunderstand the 
new 1aw. 

The law offers amnesty -- 
legal "temporary resident status" 
-- to undocumented aliens now 
living in the US and to 
migrant workers who enter the 
country illegally for -seasonal 
agricultural jobs. 

Illegal aliens who qualify for 
amnesty cannot be deported and 
cmployers who hire undocu- 
mented workers cannot be pen- 
alized in the next Six months. 
During that time the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
must develop regulations to 
implement the law and educate 
people about the 1lawy's provi- 
Silons， 

Jjlegal aliens are still being 
taken to detention centers and 
those caught trying to _ cross the 
border can be deported，how- 
CEVeTr. 

Illegal aliens should not go to 
the INS，even 让 they are cer- 
tain they qualify for amnesty， 
said Mark Silverman of the 
JImmigrant Legal Resource Cen- 
ter in SF. Aliens should consult 
private attorneys or one of the 
community agencies that will 
be accepting amnesty applica- 
tions beginning in May 1987， 
he said. 

After the Six-month _ education 
period，the law will offer three 
categories of amnesty: the first 
is for illegal aliens in general: 
the second is for seasonal 
agricultural workers who 
worked in the US at least 90 
days each year between May 1， 
1983，and May 1，1986:; and the 
third is for seasonal agricul- 
tural workers who worked in 
tnesaUSatiTIeast 90REISYS 
between May 1，1985，and May 
1，1986. 


GENERAL AMNESTY 


The first category applies to 
people who entered the US 
before Jan. 1，1982，and have 
lived here illegally between 
that date and Nov. 6，1986. 
Tourists， students and others 
who entered the country legally 
before Jan. 1，1982，and whose 
legal status expired after that 
date are not eligible. 


NEWS UPDATE 


Untangling the Provisions 
Of the New Immigration Bill 


To be eligible，people mnust 
document that they have lived 
here continuously、 since Jan. 1， 
1982. Documents that would 
help prove_ continuous residence 
include Trent receipts， utility 
bllls，and employment，school or 
bank records，Independent wit- 
nesseSs also must verify the 
information in those documents. 

"Brief， casual and innocent 
absences"” from the country will 
be excused. 

Aliens who have been con- 
victed of three misdemeanors OF 
a felony in the US，those who 
are legally required to register 
for the draft and have not 
done So，and those who are 
"excludable" under current law 
arc ineligible for amnesty. 
"下 xcludable" people include 
communists， "national Security 
Tisks,” homosexuals， prostitutes， 
those 1likely to need welfare 
benefits，people with mental or 
physical disorders and those 
convicted of moral turpitude or 
narcotics offenses. These people 
are Subject to deportation. 


DEADLINES TO, APPLY 


People who are eligible for 
general amnesty and who are 
mo WwW under deportation 
proceedings must apply for 
amnesty during May 1987. 

Those who are eligible and 
not currently under deportation 
proceedings have one year to 
apply for amnesty， beginning 
May， 1987.， Late applications 
will not be considered.， 

Temporary residents will have 
permlssion to work in the US 
and to re-enter the country 
after brief trips abroad. After 
18 months，temporary residents 
can apply for permanent 
reSldent Status i 企 they 
demonstrate an understanding 
of English and of the 
fundamentals of US history and 
government. 

Aliens granted amnesty are 


not eligible for most public 
assistance programs for 
five years， except emergency 


medical care and services for 
pregnant women and blind or 
disabled people. 

Temporary residents may not 


petition ,for any relatives. 
Permanent  _ residents may 
petition for aa spouse and 


unmarried children，but waiting 
lists are long. 

The Second category of 
amnesty applies to people who 
can prove they have worked in 
agriculture for 90 days each 
12-month period between May 
1]，1983，and May 1，1986. These 
woOrkers don't have to be living 
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In the US now. 

In this category，illegal aliens 
who were paid in cash "under 
the table" will have a hard 
time proving their employment. 
Their employers probably kept 
nO Tecords. 

Workers who do qualify and 
are not "excludable"” for any of 
the Teasons 1listed above have 
18 months to apply for

Eu，64，suffered facial lacer- 
ations， Severe bruises and 
"extreme trauma"” in the_ attack 
the night of Nov. 10. Aides did 
not know how long Eu woul 
remain hospitalized. She is 
expected to undergo plastic 
Surgery for facial injuries， Eu 
suffered no broken bones or 
internal injuries in the attack. 

Eu and her husband， Henry， 
had entertained guests the 
evening of the attack，and Eu 
was working in a dining room 
area about 10 pm when the 
roObber entered from the back 
of the house，grabbed her by 
the hair and demanded money， 
according to Chief Deputy Sec- 
retary of State Anthony 工 . 
Miller. 

"She was repeatedly hit over 
the head with the blunt end of 
an axX,” he said. "He pulled her

Tenants Group Reports Increase 
In Crime at Ping Yuen Project 


By SALLY SWOPE 


Watson Low, director ofthe PingYuen 
Tenants Association，confirmed that 
there has been an increase in _ crime. 
-Most of the robbers are young, teen- 
age blacks who usually _ hit elderly 
people，Since there is _no resistance. 
When someone says，Give me your 
money， they obey' As a result seniors 
are Carrying less cash and wearing less 
jewelry Ninety percent of these crimes 
happen during the day At night we 
have the gate locked，Low said. 

“We dont have money to hire secu- 
rity and the police dont want to pay 
Special [attention] to Chinatown. They 
cant put Someone in each building 24 
hours, It would be too costly and itS 
unreasonable. The tenants should or- 
ganizeto nelp each other orthey shoula 
put out Some money to get some secu- 
rty，he said, 

At Central Station which has jurisdic- 
tion over Chinatown, Captain John Da- 
mon of the San Francisco Police De- 
partment agreed to arrange for a com- 
puter search to see if more crimes have 
been reported recently in the area. He 
added， “| havent beefed up my patrols 
at Ping Yuen lately” 

Officer Paul Bertsch found, in asam- 
pling of five days in September and 
Octoben that there were only two re- 
Ports to the police 一 one a robbery and 
the other a drunk 一 at _Ping Yuen. This 
was not a jump in reports，compared 
with other months. 

In my 18 years with the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department lve frequently 
Seen this happen 一 a lack of reporting 


crime by Chinese Americans”Bertsch 
Said.“They should call the police._ bm 
Sure there is crime occurring there and 
not being reported. The work load or 
manpower is based on reported crime 
and community relations” 

He ingicated crime is a_ problem in 
Chinatown and a“koban”similar to 
what is_ used in Japan will be tried in 
Chinatown. In Japan，where there is 
strong peer pressure not to disgrace a 
family, an officer stationed on the street 
gets to know the neighborhood's resi- 
dents and becomes a strong deterrent 
to robbery, Bertsch said.

Whittier Assemblyman Vows 
More English-Only' Laws 


LOS ANGELES -- Assembly- 
man Frank Hill，R-Whittier，has 
vVowed to carry out Proposition 
63 by introducing legislation 
that would make driving tests， 
Student aid and welfare app1i- 
cations and other state services 
available in English only. 

If the bills don't pass 
Democratic-controlled state 
Legislature，Hill will package 
them as another initiative and 
"pass it over the heads of the 
1egislature,” he told the Z4 
Zz71zeSs in 3a post-election inter- 
View. 

Bilingual services should be 
provided only in the state'*s 
public health，safety and justice 
departments，he added. 

Supporters of Proposition 63 
also Said they want _ California 
to eliminate bilingual ballots. 

In _ California counties where 
5 percent or more of the popu- 
lation doesn'"t speak English， 
Federal Law requires bilingual 
ballots -- but SF and LA are 
not among the 10 counties 
included in this provision.， 

JJ William Orozco，a spokes- 
man for the California English 


the 


Campaign， which Sponsored 
Proposition 63， said schools 
Should eliminate bilingual 
notices to parents. 

"If you continue to put 
crutches under people， they?Tre 
never going to _ learn English," 
he told the 区 4 777zey. 

Hill said he opposes teach- 
ing Students in their native 
languages while they are learn- 
ing English: "We're goling to 
teach "em in English,”he said. 


However，the US Supreme 
Court ruled in 1974 that stu- 
dents whose _ command of 


English is weak must be given 
Special help， including instruc- 
tion in their native languages. 
state officials who oversee 
bilingual education said no 
immediate changes would be 
made in bilingual programs. 
Prop.， 63 permits _ individuals 
to Sue for personal damages if 
they feel state officials aren'f 
doing enough to promote 
English as _ California"s official 
language， American Civil Liber- 
ties Union spokespersons said 
they expect a flood of lawsuits.

In a Nov. 4 letter to the 
preslident of the Black 
Leadership Forum (BLF)， Iang 
Said: "I am outraged that my 
name was intentionally deleted 
from the ”Black Leadership 
Forum slate card mailed to 
27,000 households in principally 
Black neighborhoods." 

The BLF had exchanged its 
endorsement of Tang for the 
Chinese American Democratic 
Club's (CADC) endorsement of 
Doris Ward，Tang told the SF 
CHroficle. 

After the trade waas arranged， 
Tang sent the BLEFE 9$500 to 
coveT Slate card mailing CosSts， 
hoping the endorsement would 
help her in black precincts.

Fujita， now a pharmacist supervisor 
at Harbor UCLA Medical Center had 

和 ed employment discrimination suits 
against Los Angeles County in 1980 and 
anotherin 1985, 

In1978, Fujita was asked to super- 
Vise a drug-distribution System at Har- 

bor UCLA with the understanding that 
She would be promoted to supervisor 
For a year and a half，she was acting 

Supervisor in charge of half the phar- 

macy staff，but was not paild at that 

_ level. In fact, her salary was the same 
as the pharmacists she supervised. 
Furthermore, there was an unequal 
distribution of the staff among the super- 

_ ViIsors，she said. The pharmacy staff 
of approximately 40 people was Super- 
Vvised by three white male Supervisors 
and Fujita. She was Supervising half the 
Staff while the other half was divided 
among the three men. She appealed to 

all levels of county administration re- 
garding her pay increase and promo- 
tion, but was denied. 

The dispute culminated in a violent 
argument between Fujita and hersuper- 
Visor,，Del Hollenbeck, the director of 
pharmacy, in January 1980. Hollenbeck 
had been delegated to expand the hos- 
pital wards, and he had instructed Fujita 
to set up these wards， 

“1 was in the position where 1 had to 
decide that if we expanded the wards 
before we were ready, there were very 
Strong possibilities that we could do 
things incorrectly and that could be very 
Serious for patient care，Ssaid Fujita. 

Fujita told Hollenbeck it couldnt be 


done，and he .became angry More 
words were exchanged，and he told 
her to get out of his office，she said. 
When she said she was notfinished with 
the discussion，he allegedly grabbed 
her and tried to throw her out of the 
office，but she hit the wall by the door 
instead. He grabbed her again and 
pushed her out of his office, according 
to Fujita. 

Fujita flled three cases against Los 
Angeles County as a result of that in- 
cident: an employment discrimination 
Case，a workers compensation case 
forthe backinjury sustained in the con- 
frontation, and a civil suitforthe alleged 
asSsault by Hollenbeck. She also filed a 
grievance on a promotion denied her 


OUT OF COURT 

She won the workers compensation 
Case. Three years latenr the Civil Suit 
Was Settled out of court. On the em- 
ployment discrimination case, she pre- 
Sented several facts to the LA County 
Civll Service Commission: 42 percent 
ofthe pharmacists in the county were 
Asian.American, 27 percent were wom- 
en, and yet neither had awoman nor an 
Asian American been elevated to Super- 
visor at Harbor UCLA. The commission 


ruled that she was the victim of race- 


and Sex discrimination, and ordered a 
promotion . 

But the prmotion would not come 
easily and:Fujita，realizing that，ap- 
pealed to the Asian community. The 
iSsue struck a responsive chord within 
the Asian _ community，which applied 
pressure by setting up meetings with 
the Board of Supervisors and the direc- 
tor of health services, and by'organiz- 
ing aletter-writing campalign. 

Finally in Aprl 1981, Fujita was given 
her promotion to pharmacist Supervisor 
|，becoming the first woman and first 


Asian Supervisor at Harbor UCLA. She 
had been the first woman hired as a 
pharmacist at Harbor UCLA in 1969. 

As a result of this case, Fujita stated 
that Harbor UCLA started promoting 
women and Asians to Supervisory posi- 
tions. Women, howevenr were never ap- 
pointed to any of the 15 upper manage- 
ment positions. 

In 1984，she applied for one of the 
15 managerial positions. The promotion 
Was based on asubljective exam called 
Appraisal of Promotablilty，which is a 
Supervisors rating of a workers ablility 
to be promoted.Because Fujitas super- 
visor also wasa contenderforthe posi- 
tion, his Supervisor rated herto avoid a 
conflict of interest. That Supervisor gave 
Fujita a 70 percent and her competitor 
Was rated 100 percent by anothersuper- 
visor In addition, the position that origli- 
nally redquired a two-year minimum as 
Supervisor | was changed to one year 
for her Supervisonr a man, who eventu- 
ally got the job. 

Fujita flled for sex discrimination， 
claiming She was unfairly Scored and 
thnat the_ exam was in violation of the

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federal guidelines of equal opportunity. 
She also presented to the LA County 
Civil Service Commission Statistics that 
showed 38 percent of the pharmacists 
were women, and not one woman had 
ever occupied any of the 15 managerial 
Positions， 

Hearing Officer Mark Burstein said 
he found that women were not discrimli- 
nated against in the health services 
department, and proposed that Fujitas 
Supervisor revise her Score. Fujita 
thought the remedy was unjust. 

Bursteins finding was ruled on favor- 
ably by four male civil service commis- 
sioners .and opposed by one female 
commissioner，Cecilia Sandoval. Fujita 
is_Sstill continuing the legal process to 
challenge this case through the LA 
County Employees Union Local 434. 
Shortly after the ruling，she applied 
again for one of the 15 positions，but 
it was given to a Latina，Lillian Mejia 
Martin.

Arthur Sze, A New Mexican Poet 


Who Refuses to Be Categorized

SAN FRANCISCO -Imagine being at 
.7000 feet at the base of the Sangre 

de Cristo Mountains, the southern- 
most part of the Rockies. The sun is 
bright and warm, the air cool yet dry 
and crisp. From vast deserts to cool 
Spruce forests, the region is richly 
dlverse, 


But what attracted Chinese American 
poet Arthur Sze to the Southwest， 
particularly Santa Fe, N.M.,iis not just 
the beauty of the landscapes orthe 
great sense of space. 


Inthe midst of Pueblo Country live 
the various peoples 一 Native Ameri- 
cans, Hispanics and Anglos (non- 
Hispanic whites), The clash of the old 
and new in this overlay of cultures 
Icontinually fascinates the artist in Sze 
and inspires his poetry. 


At areading afew weeks ago at San 
Francisco State University during 
University Week, Sze delivered a 
sampling of his works 一 reflections on 
not just the “New Mexico experience” 
but also moving statements on life 
and death, joy and Sorrow, beauty 
and ugliness. His poems are diverse 
in tone and mannen and sensitive to 
the human _ experience that is at 
times laced with pain and bitter satire.

Author Focuses Upon the Specter 
of Vietnam'S TIragic Recent History

Ifa decade later Americans are still 
smarting from the devastating impact of 
the Vietnam debacle 一 a war we lost 
but nevertheless proclaimed victory 
while taking 人 iight 一 think what the 
consedquences must be for the Viet- 
namese people who are still skirmishing 
with Cambodia to the south and China 
atthe northern border. 


Veteran Newsweekand New Yorker 
foreign correspndent Robert Shaplen， 
author of such eye-openers as Thpe /Lost 
Revolutiionm Thpe Road Hom War and 
ATUrnping Wheel/ aptly titles his book 
Bitter WwWctory in depicting the present 
day economic and political scene in 
Vietnam and Cambodia， 


While Americans can celebrate and 
cheer with racist overtones the mythical 
hero antics of Rambo1/ Mand ad 
iDHmitu07 (how can you knock box- 
office Success?) in our national lust for 
deliverance from defeat who can 
possibly empathize with the centuries 
of suffering endured by the Vietnamese 
people?* When will they be spared from 
the madness of wan the insanity of 
communal genocide? 


If we believe ourselves, even meta- 
phorically to be “Gum Saan“ (Land of 
the Colden Mountain), or as one 
famous preacher proclaimed, “Acres of 
Diamond” we dare not ignore the 
specter of Vietnam and Cambodia as 
the“Killing Fields” 


ENIGCMATIC WAR 


Bitter Wctoryis not pleasant reading for 
those who would rather forget the 
unforgettable, forthose unwilling to 
cometo grips with the tragic， un- 
resolvyed issues of an enigmatic war 
Nevertheless, ignoring the plight of 
Vietnam and Cambodia will not make 
the issues of continuing warfare and the 
need for socioeconomic reconstruction 
disappear. 


North Vietnam4 victories over the 
French, the Americans and the South 
Vietnamese are militarily stunning. But 
in the eyes of the author itis abitter 
victory “The nation is steeped in 
poverty and ruins, the economy shat- 
tered, and the road to peace is still a 
long march. 


Although able to interview many top 
officials in Cambodia, Hanoiand Ho 
Chi Minh City (Saigon), the author5 
request to meet with earlier political 
and Buddhist friends who had peen 
Opposition leaders was denied. Permis- 
Sion to Visit some places was rejected 


and at other places“virtually no co- 
operation from local officialSs“″ was 
offered. These restrictions impose some 
limitations on the authors work， 
despite his perceptive commentaries. 


During Shaplen's trips throughout 
Vietnam, he saw very few Chinese， 
except in Ho Chi Minh City where 
about half a million Chinese still reside. 
Afterthe Sino-Vietnamese confrontation 
of 1978-79, Chinese population 
dimninished drastically. Many were 
expelled, fled or bribed their way out， 
migrating to China, Hong Kong, Taiwan， 
9ingapore, and the US5. 


CHINA 


Expulsion, flight and hostility toward 
the Chinese contibuted to the testy 
relationship with the People's Republic 
of China. Recall that in the 1950s, the 
alliance between China and Vietnam 
Was regarded as“close as lips and 
teeth“The ensuing decades found teeth 
biting lips as Vietnam drew closer to the 
Soviet Union and China sided with 
Cambodia in its bitter struggle with 
Vietnam. 


Although stabilization and normaliza- 
tion in the fabric of social and eco- 
nomic life remain elusive, the author 
points to some encouraging develop- 
ments. Conciliatory signs of change are 
in the offing with Vietnam'4s growing 
ambivalence toward its military and 
economic dependence upon the Soviet 
Union.

The aim of the study was to examine the "Self-concept"” of 
American-born Chinese American adolescents (13-19) and compare 
them to thelr American and Chinese counterparts through the use 
of the Offer Self-Image Questionnaire (OSIQ). The subjects were 
67 Chinese Americans，children of immigrants from ASsia who had 
Spent all or most of their lves in the US，recrulited between 
1984-86 in northern Indiana and in church groups in Philadelphia 
and Delaware， Almost all were in the middle to _ upper-middle 
classS. 

The results showed that the Chinese American profile similar 
toRthe gsnormasexceDptonisexual attitidesnwith thecChpinese 
Amerlicans Showing a "relatively more conservative attitude 
toward sexuality.” The comparison between Chinese Americans 
and the Chinese was more Strliking with the Chinese Amerlicans 
Showing "a greater Openness to Sexuality"” and a "poorer adjust- 
ment on the Body and Self-Image Scale than the Chinese."

IThe authors begin with a study of 3,098 persons in Shanghai 
that Showed that: 1) 1.7 percent or 53$3 persons had drunk daily 
for a month or more; 2) only 14 of those 5$3 were problem drink- 
erS; 3) 63 percent of Shanghainese men and 93 percent of Shang- 
halinese women do not drink at all. A _ larger percentage of those 
with less than a_ high school education drink sometimes or often 
(31 percent) compared with those with high School or more years 
of education (8 percent). The authors found most imbpressive the 
large Tumber of abstainers among Chinese women. 

There ls "virtually no Systematic data on the drinking patternas 
of Chinese Americans，nor an estimate of the extent of alcohol 
problems for thlis population,”the_ authors say.、A 1977 National 
Health interview included intervlewSs with 2S$6 ASsian/Pacific 
Americans. In this very Small sampling，32 percent never drank 
alcoholic beverages，532 percent drank occasionally，nine percent 
drank once or twice a week and eight percent three Or more 
times a week.

Plans Finalized for Establishing 


By MAX MILLARD 


OAKLAND - During the past 
13 years，activists in Oakland 
Chinatown have drafted several 
plans for a _ culture center that 
would perpetuate the rich cul- 
tural heritage of the East Bay?S 
163,000 Asians. 

Last week，the idea took a 
giant step toward reality with 
the Telease of the Final Report 
of the Oakland Asian Culture 
Center. The 29-page_ document 
was prepared for the Oakland 
Office of Economic Develop- 
ment and Employment and the 
Oakland Chinatown 了 PAC by 
Serena Chen， the  _ principal 
consultant for the project. 


PACKAGE DEAL 


The center will be 1located at 
the corner of Ninth and Web- 
StefstreetSwas par Ofaethne 
four-block Oakland Chinatown 
Redevelopment Project.， In Sep- 
tember，the _ City of Oakland 
allocated 9$2.3 million for the 
construction and completion of 
the culture center/librarvy， 
as part of a package deal .that 
would give the city a 40 per- 
cent interest in the three blocks 
not yet developed. 

Chen，who hosted the .48ia13 
ANow TY Show on KTVU Chan- 
nela2atoER vearsEandas 各 村 
works for the station as a 
producer，Sent SurveySs to 150 
Oakland Asian organizations 
and Bay Area visual and per- 
forming arts groups to deter- 
mline the community's needs for 
a_ culture center， 

Occupying 24,000 square feet 
on two levels，the center will 
include an exhibit hall， a 
community hall for staged per- 
formances，a conference room， 
four classrooms，a kitchen and 
administrative offices. 

Most of the ground floor will 
be taken Up by the Asian Com- 
munity Library，which is now 
located at 449 Ninth St. It is 
already the most heavily-used 
public 1library in Oakland 
except for the main branch. 

The groundbreaking is sche- 
duled for October 1987. 
At the Same time，the center'S 
cultural activities will begin at 
a temporary location， even 
though the Structure is not 
projected to be finished until 
March 1990. 

"We .want to land on both 
feet，running,” Chen said.， "It 
is 1mperative that programs are 
begun before the actual comple- 
tion of construction in order to 
build a track record." 

The center will be governed

by a board of directors，which 
may include members of the 
East Bay Chinese _ Culture Cen- 
ter Board，the Oakland China- 
town PAC and the Coalition 
for Chinatown Redevelopment. 
The board's bylaws and direc- 
tors will reflect the pan-Asian 
Scope of the _ center. 


SOUTHEAST ASIAN 


A quarter of all Asians in 
Oakland are Southeast Asian 
refugees from Vietnam，Cambo- 
dia and Laos. Many of them 
have no Tegular facilities in 
which to hold their traditional 
celebrations. In 1986， for 
exampble，the Mien had to can- 
cel thelr New Year's gathering 
for lack of a site. 

"That type of celebration 
attracts the entire community -- 
Upwards of 1,000 people,"” said 
Chen._ "It's mainly a way of 
celebrating another year，and to 
catch Up with friends._ Not to 
be able to have that celebration 
is an incredible 1loss for the 
community. 

set aromnically eenE SS 
refugees are struggling to come 
together and share their cul- 
tural traditions， other AsSian 
groups of the third or fourth 
generation rarely even know 
thelr traditional holidayS." 

The Rev. Frank Mar con- 
celved the idea of an Oakland 
Chinatown Culture Center as 
early as 1964. In 1984，with

His biggest disappointment 
about the center，Ssaid Mar， is 
that "we will not be able to 
have a theater of the type that 
would accommodate all the pro- 
grams that Serena and TI had 
cnvisioned， because of the 
constraint of space.
